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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The proposed reply filed on January 28, 2005 has been entered of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 21, 22, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Applicant Admitted Prior Art. 

This rejection is set forth in the prior Office Action mailed on the October 27, 2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed January 28, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the admitted prior art (APA) does not teach or suggest that the 
belt (30) is 2 electrons thick and the rollers (40 and 50) are 13 electrons thick (Remarks page 6,

1 st paragraph). Figure 1 of the APA (see the annotation in the attachment) shows the thickness 
(T) of the movable component (30) is of about 1-2 electrons thick and the thickness (D) of 
protrusions (40/50) is about 12-13 electrons thick. Applicant argues that the APA apparatus is 
on a macroscopic scale and the "apparatus having a scale that is much larger than the claimed 
micrometer scale (or smaller) for the movable component" (Remarks page 6, 2 nd paragraph). 
However that does not exclude the APA from being measured on the micrometer scale. 
Applicant must provide the exact size/dimension that Applicant considers as micrometer scale 
(i.e. 1-1000 micrometers or 1-10 9 nanometers, etc.) and the distinction between the macroscopic 
and micrometer scale (i.e., does the macroscopic scale exclude the micrometer scale).
